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THE SARATOGA SALES 
A Study in Geography 





One of the most fascinating aspects of race horse breeding is 
the geography of our stud farms. Up until about 75 years ago, top 
class race horses were bred on all sorts of soils in widely scattered 
parts of the country. The old “race horse legion” of the colonies 
was in tidewater Virginia, a section now devoted largely to peanuts, 
soybeans and tobacco, where the soil was thin and relatively poor 
in minerals. Sir Archie, foundation sire of the American Thorough- 
bred, stood in the corresponding section of North Carolina. In the 
18th century Maryland’s Belair Stud under the Taskers and Ogles 
was just as important as it has become in modern times under the 
Woodwards. American Eclipse was bred on the sandy loam of 
Long Island; Iroquois came from Erdenheim in eastern Pennsylvania, 
now the property of George D. Widener, President of the Jockey 
Club; Regret was foaled at the Brookdale Stud of Harry Payne Whit- 
ney at Lincroft, New Jersey. Of course top horses came from the 
limestone soils as well. Sir Charles, premier sire of the 1830’s, stood 
in the Shenandoah Valley; a host of great stallions were in central 
Kentucky including Lexington, greatest of all; *Priam and *Bonnie 
Scotland were at Belle Meade in Tennessee; and *Glencoe at the 
Forks of Cypress in Alabama. 


The explanation of this wide diversity was the type of racing. 
The best two out of three heats of four miles each was the order 
of the day. Only mature horses could stand this sort of drilling so 
that they were not asked to race much until they were four or five. 
In consequence they had time to mature slowly, had time for their 
bones and tendons to absorb the necessary minerals, even though 
the soils on which they were raised might not contain these minerals 
in large quantities. 

The abandonment of distance racing in favor of sprints, par- 
ticularly for two year olds, changed all this. Early maturity was 
essential which could only be obtained on the deepest soils rich 
in minerals. In consequence the geography of our stud farms became 
rapidly restricted to the sections which naturally possessed these 
conditions, to the phosphatic limestone soils of Kentucky and Tenn- 
essee; to the dolomitic limestone soils of the Shenandoah Valley; 
and to other scattered pockets of limestone such as the Worthington 
and Monocacy Valleys in Maryland. 
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In the last 25 years, however, 
truck transportation and soil sci- 
entists have put us back geogra- 
phically to where we were before 
the Civil War. It is now possible 
to breed top race horses in prac- 
tically any section of the country 
where there is adequate water. 
Our soils have become a medium 
into which we put the necessary 
minerals, humus and _ forage 
plants, which we wish our mares, 
stallions and young stock to con- 
sume. Not only can we raise a 
Nashua, a Parlo and a Native 
Dancer on the limestone soils of 
Kentucky, Virginia and Mary- 
land, we can equally well breed 
a Hill Prince on the sand flats of 
the Pamunkey River; and a 
Swaps on a California ranch with 
very little grass at all. 


The present geographical di- 
versity of our stud farms is no- 
where better illustrated than at 
the yearling sales which as usual 
will be held at Saratoga by the 
Fasig-Tipton Company during the 
second week in August. From 
Kentucky come the consignments 
of Almahurst Farm, Burton Chait, 
Garrett Claypool, Grant Dorland, 
Ellis Farm, Arch Graham, Head- 
ley Stock Farm, James Hender- 
son, Janet Hoaglin, Jonabell Sta- 
bles, Harry Middendorf, Mulhol- 
land Bros. and Old Westport 
Place. The Virginians include 
Mrs. C. M. Baxter, Blue Ridge 
Farm, George Clarke, Foxcatcher 
Farms, Mrs. E. P. Guest, High 
Hope Farm, Kentmere Farm, 
Morven Stud, Newstead Farm, 
North Cliff Farm, Nydrie Stud, 
Pine Brook Farms and Springs- 
bury Farm. The Maryland group 
comprises the Country Life Farm, 
Glenangus Farms and Rigan Mc- 
Kinney. Pennsylvania is sending 
yearlings from W. H. Miles, Rock 
Raymond Farm and_ Rolling 
Plains Stable. From New Jersey 
we have the consignments of Del 
Brier Breeding Farm and Mea- 
dowview Farms and from New 
York of Mrs. F. L. King. Keith 
Freeman and C. F. Morriss are 
sending two yearlings bred in 
England while there are colts 
coming from a number of the a- 
bove consignors bred in England, 
Ireland and France. 

Irrespective of their origin, 
we can be sure that all have ex- 
cellent chances of making good

At a recent meeting of the M York 
Road Chapter of the Disorganized Ex- 
ponents of Better Things for racing, 
the subject of handicappers was dis- 
cussed, and if any handicappers noticed 
that their ears were burning within the 
last two weeks they will know the 
exact time of the conclave. 

The DE of BT for R. convenes 
regularly every so often to examine 
such subjects as: turf vs. dirt racing; 
Andy Crevolin: what happened to 
steeplechasing?; why not have more 
distance events?; Mrs. Graham; Mrs. 
Lunn; what has a Mormon horse got 
that a Baptist one doesn’t?; Mr. Luro, 
and breeding in its various phases. 

Chapters of the organization are 
found in virtually all states- and con- 
ditions. 

It was a DE member, you will recall, 
who convinced the world--well, part of 
it-that the camera favors the outside 
horse. He knew something about the 
speed of light (but not much) and 
started such a wrangle that the photo- 
finish people put up little mirrors on 
the rail to prove that the same horse 
wins no matter how you look at it. 

Naturally the man who figures out 
the handicaps provides a fertile field 
for discussion for a group like the 
Disorganized Exponents. 

The desicated findings of the con- 
vention, I regret to say, were not 
flattering to the handicappers. Boiled 
down, the Association agreed these 
expensive weight-settlers hold their 
positions through accident of birth. 
Any almost normal human being, who 
has mastered First Arithmetic, could 
handle the task satisfactorily if lucky 
enough to fall into such a soft spot- 
Each Exponent, in concluding his 
moment on the dais, expressed con- 
fidence that he could outfigure Farrell 
and outmaneuver Maluvius. 

A like situation developed when the 
subject was starters; and when it was 
placing judges; and when it was mut- 


uels_ clerks. 
For 200 years, it was pointed out, 
handicappers have been fixing the 


weights in an effort to bring 12 horses to 
the finish line in a dead heat, and not 
once have they come close. 

The’ Association’s records--though 
they may not be complete--show that 
a three-way tie was the best anybody 
ever did. And that’s a far piece from 
perfection. 

Now, while each member of the 
Disorganized Exponents was sure he 
could beat the experts, no two had the 
same approach. 


One said the professionals should 
draw finer lines. “The trouble is,” he 
argued, “they try to do it all with 
pounds. What’s the matter with half 


pounds, and quarter pounds and eighth 
pounds?” 


Another couldn’t see how a_two- 


pound switch in the weights was going 
to make five cents worth of difference 
to a 1000-pound horse. 

The one that seemed to make the 
most sense observed that, “The big 
fault with the handicappers is that 
they don‘t move as fast as the horses.” 

Thoroughbreds, according to the 
credo of the horse-player, are better 
at some times than at others, and a 
horse “on the improve” may be pounds 
superior on July 23 to what he was on 
July 4. 

When Horse A carrying 110 pounds 
beats Horse B, under 130, a length, 
the handicapper--next time out-gives 
Horse A 111 and Horse B 129. Horse 
A wins again. And the weight setter 
moves ’em two pounds closer. By the 
time he gets them together, Horse B 
is washed up from _ Frustration 
and Horse A appears to be the greatest 
thing since the invention of the Feb- 
ruary foal. 

Look how long it took ‘em to weight 
Noor and Citation properly. And Ali- 
don and Determine; and Helioscope 
and High Gun- “Those last two,” the 
amateur expert thinks, “should have 
been weighted equally in the Mon- 
mouth.” 

When a horse gets a big weight 
concession from another and licks him, 
this student of form believes, he 
should lug the precise load toted by 
the good one he beat next time they 
meet. The way they’re doing it now, 
the classy animal is continually placed 
at a discouraging disadvantage. 

“T recognize,” this fellow admits 
“that there wouldn’t be much racing 
among the top-flight older horses with- 
out handicapping. But in sport, we like 
to see the better team win--even though 
we enjoy an occasional upset. That 
proves the other side is trying. 

Of course, the lad with these ideas 
never had to pay out a nickel to make 
up a minus pool and isn’t disturbed 
when fields are small. In fact he savs, 
“T like ’em. It’s easier to pick a winner 
out of four than out of twelve.” 

I don’t know how track handicappers 
will react if they ever hear about this 
gent’s opinions; maybe they will revise 
their techniques, and maybe _ they 
won’t. Maybe put on more weight-for-age 
races. 

Whatever their attitude, I’m on the 
side of the wordy member of the Dis- 
organized Exponents to this extent: I 
dislike seeing an inferior horse beat a 
better one in race after race, because 
of weight advantage. 

And T think the 
hold the same view.

With all this talk about match races 
soing around, it’s surprising somebody 
hasn’t thought of one between Helio- 
scope and High Gun at even weights. 
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That’s a more pertinant question than: 
which is the best three-year-old? I 
know which is the best three-year-old; 
I saw the Derby. 


Helioscope has hooked up in a finish 
duel with High Gun twice this year 
and won both times, but with weight 
concessions. What he got in the Mon- 
mouth Handicap, July 23, might have 
helped a bit, but he won easily by a 
length and half, while High Gun labor- 
ed behind him. , 

High Gun’s defeat might have been 
brought about by the four pounds dif- 
ference in imposts; or the frustration 
he felt after recognizing Helioscope 
as the horse that beat him in that 
searching Suburban Handicap drive; 
or maybe Helioscope would have -won 
no matter what the weights- 

That’s what I’d like to find out. 

Like a B & O train when Notre 
Dame is playing in New York, the 
Monmouth Handicap was run in two 
sections. (Do not confuse this with 
“divtsions”. “It was all the same train”).

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While High Gun was doing his best to 
catch Helioscope and first money, Mr. 
First was endeavoring to stay in front 
of Punkin Vine for third prize. He had 
to be satisfied with fourth. 

Helioscope broke on top and re- 
mained there; Mr. First got away 
second but didn’t hold his position. 
After about three-eights, he went back 
to fighting Punkin Vine for the little 
pieces. 

The time of the race, 2:02%, was a 
second slower than the record, but was 
good enough for 1% miles, in view of 
the fact that Rider Boulmetis was 
pulling up a dozen or so yards out. 

The weights were. High Gun 135; 
Helioscope 131—the others, 111 each. 

The son of *Heliopolis—War Flower, 
by Man o’War, brought in $56,400 for 
Owner William Helis, Jr. This brings 
him to $205,250 for 1955, and puts his 
lifetime earnings at $398,275. His mut- 
uels payoff, in the Monmouth, was 
$5.20. High Gun was the odds-on choice- 

Helioscope has raced 8 times this 
year, won 6 races and been third once. 
He was out of the money in the Car- 
ter, and third in the Campbell Memor- 
ial. His victories have been in the 
Southern Maryland, Valley Forge, Mas- 
sachusetts, Suburban and Salvator Mile 
Handicaps. 





Blue Sparkler which won four races 
in New Jersey last season but none at 
Monmouth, added the Oceanport co- 
urse to her victory places by registering 
a neck win in the Miss Woodford, 
July 20. 

Gandharva, the choice, was second 
by half a length, with Sometime Thing 


gaining third place by 1% lengths 
over Soya. 
By Knave High—Blue Tiara, by 


Opera Hat, Blue Sparkler was making 
her sixth start of the year and accomp- 
lishing her third win. She has been 
second once. The $18,300 from the Miss 
Woodford gives her a season’s total of 
$26,325. 

Last season, she won the Home Bred 
Handicap and the Wanda Stakes (on 
disqualification), and lost the New 
Jersey Breeders’ Stakes on a foul. She 
earned $37,025 at two. 

Woodland Farm (Mr. Amory L. Has- 
kell) owns the filly and also bred her. 
Harry Wells is her trainer. 





Saratoga-at-Jamaica 

Saratoga, the worrying horse, did not 
have much to bother him in the 1 1/16- 
mile Saranac, on July 23. He broke 
second. caught the longshot, Everbest, 
about halfway of the race and had the 
front position to himself the rest of 
the wav. winning easily by 3% lengths. 
Misty Morn was second bv a neck over 
Nance’s Lad, and Mr. Al L. was fourth, 
another two lengths back. 

The Chesaveake and Leonard Rich- 
ards Stakes fell to Saratoga earlier in 
the year. He was second in the Flamingo, 
Jersey, Preakness and Dwyer. Also he 
finished second in the Providence but 
was disaualified and placed third. 

The Saratoga was worth an even 
$20.000 to the Montpelier Stable of Mrs. 
Marion duPont Scott. The total for the 
year for the son of *Blenheim II—*Ship- 
shape II, by Blue Peter, is $145,200. 

The three-year-old colt has won 4, 
been second in 4 and third in 1 of his 
11 starts. 

Mrs. L. P. Tate’s Jean Baptiste entered 
the ranks of stakes winners by annex- 
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ing the Albany on July 20. It was the 
53rd running of the six-furlong event 
for juveniles. 

Avis finished second, Viking Victory 
third and Folding Mon fourth. 
_ Worth $8,625, the win gave Jean Bapt- 
iste total earnings of $15,825. The colt 
by *Ambiorix—Jittery Jane, by *Blen- 
heim II, has won 3 of his races. 

L. P. Tate trains for the Missus. Stan- 
ley Small rides Jean Baptiste. 

The Tates paid $13,000 for the brown 
youngster at Keeneland last season.

Monmouth Park’s second week of 
hurdle racing offered only two events 
as the Scobeyville, a race designated 
as a prep for the $15,000 added Midsum- 
mer Handicap, failed to fill on Friday, 
July 22- Although the stake, America’s 
richest hurdle race, lured 18 nominees, 
only three of the group were willing to 
display their fitness before weight as- 
signments for the valuable test were 
made public. 

The first of the duo of hurdle races 
was the Shrewsbury, a one mile and a 
half test which brought out a closely 
matched group of maidens. A_ bulky 
field was named overnight for the race 
and those unable to “draw in” were 


favored with an extra race of the same 
type scheduled for an open day, Monday, 
July 25. 

Appearing between the flags only at 
Monmouth Park during 1954 and the 


failed to respond to Flint Schulhofer’s 
urging in the stretch. Trained by Phil 
Goodwin, brother of Jack Goodwin, not- 
ed show rider, the winner negotiated the 
one mile and a half over a firm course 
in 2:454 seconds. Upon being pulled 
up, Jeanoc reached himself and when 
he appeared to be moving in a lame man- 
ner, the course “vet” ordered him un- 
saddled on the far side of the course. 
The victorious jockey, who lost 2 pounds 
of his apprentice claim with the win- 
ning race, returned to the winners’ cir- 
cle aboard an outrider’s lead pony. 
Having finished second to Marcheast 
in a claiming event at Monmouth on 
July 14, Mrs. C. E. Adams’ Big Clown 
moved up a notch and entered the win- 
ners’ circle for the first time on Thurs- 
day, July 21. Ridden by Scott Riles in 
the $5,000 to $4,000 claiming race, Big 
Clown was off 3rd in the field of 8

current season, E. F. O’Connell’s Jeanoc 
graduated from the maiden ranks in the 
Shrewsbury. Off last in the field of 12 
as Pensava sulked and refused to break, 
Jeanoc, responding to the run-out bit, 
was rated far off the early pace being 
set by Mrs. Wm. Coxe Wright’s French 
Field. The latter, ridden by Eddie Dev- 
eau, opened on his contention as he led 
from the break in a fleet manner. At 
the 5th hurdle, the Morris H. Dixon, Sr..,- 
trained gelding led by 10 lenghts, with 
John M. Schiff’s *Coimbra and Harry S. 
Nichols’ Stonebur in closest attendance. 

Running 8th at this juncture, Jeanoc 
gradually entered the thick of conten- 
tion. Gaining 4th position over the 7th 
hurdle, and the last one on the back- 
stretch, the eventual winner responded 
to a well-judged ride by apprentice 
James Hobales and set sail after the 
front-running French Field. Over the 
9th and final hurdle, Jeanoc got to the 
front by a head and improved his posi- 
ton under Hobales’ strong stretch ride 
to win by a length in a going-away man- 
ner. French Field saved the place berth, 
4 lengths in front of *Coimbra, who

A total of 240 yearlings have been ac- 
cepted for the 35th annual Saratoga 
Sales, to be held the week of August 
8-12 at Saratoga Springs, N. Y. Conduct- 
ed by the Fasig-Tipton Company, Inc., 
the country’s senior bloodstock-sales or- 
ganization, the auction will begin each 
evening at 8:30 P. M. 

As usual, a sale of race horses will be 
held on Saturday, August 13. 

The Saratoga vendue is America’s old- 
est yearling auction, but “Saratoga in 
August” has been appearing on horse- 
men’s schedules since long before the 
sales were moved to the upstate New 
York spa in 1917. 


Saratoga Springs has been a favorite 
resort for well over a century — “a 
place,” as J. L. Walters wrote in 1871, 
“to live, breath and enjoy your being as 

nowheres else on the American 
continent.” 

The opening of the colorful Saratoga 
Association track on August 2, 1864, 
topped off the already strong attractions 
of the “Citie of Springs.” Each summer, 
stables and racing fans alike have en- 
joyed the month-long transfer of the 
metropolitan racing circuit some 190 
miles north of the hot and crowded “Big 
Town” to the quiet and unhurried little 
community 33 miles from Albany. 

Now the oldest racecourse in North 
America, the Saratoga track has become 
the traditional proving ground for two- 
year-olds in such sought-after events as 
the Flash, United States Hotel, Grand 
Union Hotel, Sanford and Hopeful 
Stakes, the winner-take-all Saratoga Spe- 
cial; and the Spinaway and Schuylerville 
Stakes for fillies. In the three-year-old 
division such important features as the 
Travers for the males, and the Alabama 
and Test for the females, are decided 
at Saratoga. Older horses compete in 
contests like the American Legion and 
Saratoga Handicaps, and Saratoga Cup; 
and the Diana Handicap for the weaker 
sex. A generous upstate program for 
steeplechasers is also provided during 
the August interlude. 

Small wonder, then, that the Fasig- 
Tipton Company settled on Saratoga as 
an ideal location for its annual yearling 
vendue, which has been conducted every 
year except for a few wartime auctions 
shifted to Meadow Brook. 

Horsemen find the change in their 
day-to-day routine during their stay at 
the Spa most restful, even though there 
are many activities to occupy their 
hours. from observing the morning 
training activities over a leisurely break- 
fast on the clubhouse porch, through in- 
specting yearlings later in the day and 
watching the races in the afternoon, to 
attending the auctions in the evening. 

One of the most pleasant aspects of 
the Saratoga jaunt each year lies in the 
opportunity to renew acquaintance with 
horsemen from all over the country, and 
indeed from all over the world, who 
have made this interlude a must on their 
seasonal calendar. 

This year, for example, the 151 colts 
and 89 fillies to appear at Saratoga will 
be offered by 40 consignors from Cali- 
fornia, Kentucky, Maryland, Massachu- 
setts, New Jersey, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and Virginia, as well as from Eng- 
land 

Like all the major summer offerings 
nowadays, the Saratoga yearlings are 
their consignors’ top prospects, chosen 
to give the buyers the best possible op- 


portunity to recover their investments 
through their purchases’ earnings as 
runners. 

This is reflected in the list of 111 sires 
represented by Saratoga yearlings. They 
include sons and daughters of 15 of the 
20 leading American sires of 1954; 15 of 
the 17 leading American sires of two- 
year-olds in 1954; four of the 15 leading 
English sires of 1954; and four of the 
leading 13 French sires of 1954. A total 
of 68 yearlings in the vendue are by 
last year’s stallion leaders. 

Sired by the top American sires of last 
season are such Saratoga offerings as a 
colt and four fillies by *Heliopolis, four 
sons of Revoked, a colt and filly by 
*Bernborough, two sons and three 
daughters of Roman, three Shut Out 
colts, two sons and a like number of 
daughters of Sun Again, a colt and filly 
by Errard, four sons and a daughter of 
Bimelech, three colts and two fillies by 
Polynesian, two sons and a similar num- 
ber of daughters of *Princequillo, a filly 
by Eight Thirty, two sons and a daughter 
of War Admiral, two Some Chance colts, 
a Spy Song filly and a daughter of *Am- 
biorix.

The museum is indeed a national rac- 
ing project. It is not Saratoga, and it is 
not the east, though racing folks, and 
others, from Saratoga have helped with 
the development. It is truly national — 
its board of trustees includes Californi- 
ans, Kentuckians, Floridians, Chicagoans 
as well as Easterners. 

The museum is set up at Saratoga be- 
cause this is the oldest active racing 
center in the country, with an unbroken 
skein of history that is just nine years 
short of a century. All sections and 
walks of racing have contributed to 
bringing the museum to life. 

Its purpose is to collect and care for 
the many interesting things that go with 
the sport. You will find paintings of 
your favorite horses and mares of other 
years many of them with their familiar 
jockeys up, and you will find the racing 
silks of the past and present in colorful 
rows of cases. 

You will see Iroquois’ punch bowl 
won at Stokeridge in the colors of the 
then Prince of Wales, Edward VII; Bur- 
gomaster’s Belmont and War Admiral’s 
Triple Crown trophies. Then there are 
racing plates, or shoes, from Lexington 
to Man o’ War and the start of a gallery 
of men who have made lasting contribu- 
tions to the sport down the years. 

The museum has a three-year project 
of collecting and displaying paintings of 
the three great American sire lines; 
Fair Play during the coming summer; 
Domino next year and Ben Brush the fol- 
lowing year. And racing will have its 
Hall of Fame. A start toward this was 
made with a meeting at Hialeah during 
the Florida season, when committees 
were named to draw up lists from which 
eventual choices will be made among 
jockeys, trainers, and horses.

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Favorites In Jumping 
Races Continue To Beat 
Average For Flats 


Figures just compiled by the United 
Hunts Racing Association for both the 
spring meeting at Belmont and the re- 
cently completed Aqueduct meeting 
show that the percentage of odds favor- 
ites winning jumping races continues to 
be greater than the percentage winning 
flat races. 

Over the jumps, 40 percent of the fa- 
vorites won, while on the flat 36 percent 
of the favorites came home the winner 
for the combined New York meetings. 

At the Aqueduct meeting, the odds fa- 
vorite won seven times in the sixteen 
jumping races run for a winning aver- 
age of 44 percent. In the 112 flat races 
run, the favorite ran true to form forty- 
five times for a percentage of 40 per- 


nt. 

At the Belmont meeting earlier this 
season, the averages ran much the same. 
The jumping odds favorite won 13 times 
in 34 races or 38 percent. On the flat, 
the favorite finished in the first position 
50 times out of 151 races, or 33 percent. 

Last year, out of 137 races, 66 jump- 
ing favorites won for a national average 
of 48 percent. This is compared to the 
national 32 percent of winning favorites 
on the flat last year. 

The jumpers, figures prove, run truer 
to form than their flat counterparts in 
contradiction of popular fancy. The 
same percentages are expected to hold 
for the current hurdle racing at Mon- 
mouth Park and in the later jumping 
events at Saratoga, after which the ’chas- 
ers return to New York.

Match Race Difficulties 

The difficulties of bringing about a 
match race, even for $250,000, are point- 
ed up by the result of a contest sched- 
uled in Natchez, Mississippi in 1836. 
The match between J. F. Claybourne’s 
Susan Yandell and Walker Thurston’s 
Rodolph was for 2,500 bales of cotton a 
side which gave it a value of $250,000 
according to an account of the event 
which the New York Sportsman of 1890 
called the richest race in the world, and 
reported that “A few hours previous to 
the time set for the race Rodolph took 
the big head and Susan Yandell had a 
walkover for the rich prize.” 

Carrara Marble’s First 

The recent winner Bob-O-Bob, who had 
previously placed in stakes, is the first 
victor sired by Carrara Marble, who 
stands at Mr. and Mrs. Howard Reine- 
man’s Crown Crest Farm, Lexington. 

This stallion by Coldstream—Georgia 
Marble, by *Royal Minstrel, set a new 
six-furlong record of 1:09% at Arlington 
Park; placed in stakes eight times; and 
was out of the money only 10 times in 
40 starts. 

Made Revolutionary Proposal 

A bit ahead of his time was “Rounda- 
bout”, an otherwise anonymous turf 
writer for The New York Sportsman in 
1890, who observed: “Now that it is al- 
most certain that the great World’s Fair 
in 1892 will be held in our pretty little 
village on the banks of the Hudson, our 
race track managers would devise some- 
thing to help entertain the multitudes 
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of strangers that will be within our 
gates. How would the “Great Columbus 
Stakes for 2-year-olds at 7 eighths of a 
mile, with $100,000 added, to be run on 
Oct. 12th fill the bill?” 

Elsewhere the New York Sportsman 
reported on the economic aspect of rac- 
ing at that time pointing out that “It has 
been calculated that the American Turf 
gives employment to 50,000 people and 
indirectly assists 50,000 more to a livli- 
hood.” Attendance for the 1889 season 
was reported to have been 3,500,000 na- 
tionally. The New York Sportsman’s 
economist further cited “Thoroughbred 
stallions and broodmares valued at $6,- 
000,000; their sons and daughters run- 
ning for $2,000,000 in purses . . . capital 
invested in race tracks and stables va 
ued at $6,000,000. 

Calumet Coincidence 
_When Citation’s son Fabius won his 
first start recently at Arlington Park he 
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headed a Calumet-colored parade. The 
second horse was Ben A. Jones, named 
for the famed Calumet Farm trainer and 
by the Calumet sire, Faultless and train- 
ed by Dexter Finney who, a few years 
back, galloped Coaltown for Calumet. 
The third horse was Hungry Run by Sun 
Again, another well-known Calumet per- 
former and sire. Fabius’ victory gave 
Citation a score of four winners and one 
placed horse among five performers in 
his first crop to race.

Mr. James Norris, of boxing fame, re- 
cently purchased E. H. Padgett’s Sunset 
Acres in Miami, and will now center his 
Thoroughbred breeding activities in the 
South Florida area. Mr. Norris will 
move his broodmare band, horses in 
training, his stallions Crowfoot and Jam- 
ie K. from his Spring Hill Farm in Paris, 
Ky. which will be sold in the near fu- 
ture.

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Judge Comments On Instructors Competition 


At Canadian Inter-Branch Pony Club Rally 





Adele Davies Rockwell 


The Instructing Competition at the re- 
cent Canadian Inter-Branch Pony Club 
Rally was an event open only to Asso- 
ciates. As the judge of this event, Chron- 
icle readers may be interested in my 
comments. 

Associate members who are competent 
teachers can be of great value to the 
Pony Club movement. The competition 
at the rally allowed each competing in- 
structor 5 minutes only, with a pony 
and strictly beginner pupil provided. 
This was rather a trying situation for 
both the instructor and for me as the 
judge of instructors, for 5 minutes is 
very little time to show method of in- 
struction. Nevertheless I was immensely 
impressed with results. 

The contestants were only told to do 
what they wanted to within the 5 min- 
utes and I was more than pleased to see 
all take their time. Some didn’t even 
get their pupil aboard the pony in five 
minutes. This was quite alright with me, 
as to gain the new pupil’s confidence is 
vastly important to future progress. That 
all the instructors did take this approach 
of quietly talking to their pupil to gain 
confidence and at the same time illus- 
trate and explain fundamentals in a 
comprehensive way to these little chil- 
dren, was rather remarkable in that the 
instructors were from widely separated 
Branches of the Pony Club in Canada 
and the U.S. A. 


As the pupils were quite young and 
entirely green I looked for safety pre- 
cautions taken by the instructor and al- 
so the instructor’s method of alerting 
their pupil as to dangers (such as get- 
ting kicked, etc.) in such a way as not 


to alarm the child. Practically all com- 
peting instructors completely satisfied 
me on this. 

Some were a little too wordy in their 
explanations as to how to hold the reins, 
etc., for such young children to get a 
good grasp of what was meant. A few 
tried to get their pupil to hold both 
reins of the double bridle the pony was 
wearing, but most gave the child only 
the snaffle rein and took the bit reins 
either over the Pony’s head or knotted 
them up and led the pony with a lunge 
rein which was available. Some made 
use of the groom who was also available, 
but most took over the pony themselves. 
In marking the contestants I made no 
distinction as to their methods provided 
they conducted themselves sensibly and 
could show that their teaching was on 
effective lines. 

I was particularly interested in how 
the instructors treated the groom. One 
or two treated him rather as a piece of 
furniture, but I was pleased to see that 
most gave him a polite greeting and 
thanked him when they left the ring 
after their five minutes were up. 


I arranged with an assistant to intro- 
duce the pupil to the instructor outside 
the ring. This also was a point of inter- 
est to me and again I was more than 
pleased with the friendly greetings giv- 
en pupils. Rather surprisingly the boys 
came out better on this than the girls. 
They shook hands with their small pu- 
pils and treated them like grownups. 
They were careful to get the pupil’s 
name right and continued to address 
him or her by name throughout the les- 
son. Not all the girls addressed their 
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pupil by name, of no great matter per- 
haps but interesting. 

I took off marks for inconsistency, as 
in the case where an instructor ex- 
plained to the pupil that when leading 
the pony the irons should be pulled up, 
then when she returned the pony to the 
groom she did not pull up the irons her- 
self, when she led it over. I took off 
marks for leading or walking on the 
wrong side for two reasons—a confusing 
example to the pupil and because most 
horsemen are not quite as effective 
working on the horses’ off side and in 
this instance as the pony was free, if 
anything had happened the instructor 
might not have caught it in time. I also 
took off marks for one girl who gave a 
contradictory explanation in talking a- 
bout grip and balance. In one instance 
I took off marks for the instructor’s 
three time inquiry as to whether the 
ees was afraid. This I felt was more 
ikely to install fear than confidence, 
but the same boy offset losing these 
marks by telling his pupil to “smile”, 
this smile was most important and would 
make everything easier, I thought this 
was good. Some showed slight nervous- 
ness, but most were quite confident, in 
fact most were so confident about going 
about the job that I should think they 
had had a great deal of instructing ex- 
perience. 

One or two would have showed an 
overall better mark had they been more 
interested in their pupil when the lesson 
was up. I allowed them time after the 
five minutes to see how they dismissed 
their pupil. One just walked away and 
didn’t even say goodbye. 


One boy brought an older mounted 
person into the ring to give demonstra- 
tions to his pupil. This was not a bad 
idea, but as others might have thought 
of the same thing and thought that such 
would not be permitted I did not give 
him any more marks and in any event 
as this was the pupil’s first lesson, 
mounted demonstrations would be of 
greater benefit later on and not so im- 
portant for a first lesson. 


Jim Parker, who made himself the 
available groom and works for the 
Stein’s at St. Adele, Quebec, conducted 
himself in ideal fashion and it was the 
Stein’s imported Skewbald pony Snow- 
ball which was used for the pupils. The 
pupils were conscripted locally and real- 
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ly were beginners. We may have made 
some converts to riding too for they 
were awfully interested and very coop- 
erative to their instructors. 

Such excellent results were shown in 
this instructing competition that I hope 
something similar can be continued in 
future Inter-Branch rallies. We need in- 
structors in all branches and if branches 
have associates who can instruct it’s nice 
to give them recognition at the Annual 
Rally. ‘

In addition to the usual show jumping 
competitions, which of course include 
a “Nations Cup,” this being a C. H. I. O., 
Aachen stages the German dressage 
championships, and a variety of harness 
classes, including driving “dressage.” It 
was also this year (July 1-10) the scene 
of the third competition for the Show 
Jumping Championships of the World, 
Winkler having become the second 
champion at Madrid last year. 

The idea of this competition—to ob- 
tain the leading rider in the world, or, 
to be strictly accurate, in Europe—is 
still a controversial one, and, having 
seen this year’s event in its entirety, 
while I have no doubt that Winkler is 
indisputedly one of the leading show 
jump riders in the world today, I am not 
at all sure that this competition proved 
it. Nevertheless, it is an interesting 
event technically, and popular with the 
public—there is no doubt about that at 
all; the close interest taken by the 60,- 
000 odd spectators at the Turnierplatz 
on the day of the final was remarkable. 

The rules for this competition, which, 
I must emphasise again, is for riders 
not horses, are briefly as follows: two 
riders from each nation may enter with 
two horses each, but only one horse may 
be ridden in each part of the competi- 
tion. There are three preliminary phas- 
es, which are judged on ordinary show 
jumping lines, and the riders receive 
marks, calculated according to the num- 
ber of starters in each phase, for their 
final positions. The total marks give the 
riders their positions at the end of the 
three qualifying phases. The rules lay 
down that four nations must compete in 
the final, so the leading rider of each 
of the four leading nations is the one 
who qualifies for the final, irrespective 
of his actual place on the list. Thus, al- 
though Major R. Dallas of Great Britain 
finished sixth in the qualifying rounds— 
quite a creditable performance, consid- 
a that the five above him were 
Winkler (Germany), d’Oriola (France), 
Piero and Raimundv D’Inzeo (Italy), and 
Thiedemann (Germany) — he was the 
fourth rider in the final, as Piero D’- 
Inzeo and Thiedemann already had a 
fellow countryman above them. 

For the first phase there was a fairly 
stiff Table A course of 19 obstacles, 
which was decided on faults and time. 
Winkler took Halla, d’Oriola Charleston, 
Thiedemann Meteor, and finished in 
that order. Poffé of Belgium was fourth 
on Ines, and Dallas of Great Britain was 
fifth on Marmion. Raimundo D’Inzeo, on 
Merano, was tenth. The second round 
was over a big Table A precision course, 
decided on a first barrage. Most of the 
jumps started at 5 ft., the two walls at 
5 ft. 3 ins. and 5 ft. 6 ins. respectively, 
and they were raised for the barrage. 
Three riders had double clear rounds— 
Winkler, R. D’Inzeo, and Goyoaga, of 
Spain. P. D’Inzeo, d’Oriola, and Thiede- 
mann were equal fourth (0-4), while 
Hendricks (Holland), de Fombelle 
(France), Stoffel (Switzerland), Dallas 
(G. B.), Lombard (Belgium) and Garcia 
Cruz (Spain) were equal fifth with 4 
faults. The first seven riders were now 
Winkler, d’Oriola, Thiedemann, P. and 
R. D’Inzeo, F. Goyaga, and Dallas. 

In the third and last phase, the riders 
had to complete a “nations cup” style of 


competition, going over a 17-jump course 
twice. Only Winkler and R. D’Inzeo had 
double clear rounds; d’Oriola was third 
(0-4), and Dallas and P. D’Inzeo equal 
fourth (0-8). The final positions were 
Winkler (63.3), d’Oriola (55), R. D’Inzeo 
(53.5), P. D’Inzeo (48.75), Thiedemann 
(48), Dallas (45.25), Poffé (Belgium) (37.- 
5), Goyoaga (Spain) (37.3). The second 
Italian and German riders in the above 
list were automatically excluded, so the 
final battle was between Winkler of Ger- 
many riding Orient, d’Oriola of France 
riding Voulette, Raimundo D’Inzeo of 
Italy, riding Merano, Dallas of Great 
Britain, riding Bones. The course was a 
straight-forward one of 10 jumps, in- 
cluding a treble, the top height being 
5 ft. Those who had been at both places 
considered that this course was much 
easier than the one provided at Madrid, 
which unfortunately reduced the value 
of the test. 

In the final, each rider jumps first of 
all his own and the horse of each of his 
rivals, and the champion is the one with 
the least number of faults. Riders have 
three minutes, with a practice fence pro- 
vided, in which to get on terms with 
their strange mounts. The easiest horse 
to ride was unquestionably Merano; he 
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made everybody feel one hundred per 
cent and gave them all clear rounds. 
The rest were not so easy. Voulette was 
perhaps the most difficult, being very 
impetuous and highly strung. Only 
Winkler had a clear round on her; D’- 
Inzeo and d’Oriola himself had 4, while 
Dallas, very nearly run away with, had 
8. Jonquéres d’Oriola was not at all him- 
self that day, and he gave up after a 
knockdown with Bones put him out of 
the running. Orient was not an easy 
horse to get on with either; Winkler 
himself had 4 faults, Dallas 16, but D’- 
Inzeo rode a nice clear round on him. 
The end of it was that Winkler and D’- 
Inzeo were equal first with 8 faults, 
Dallas third with 32. For the jump off 
the riders brought out their reserve 
mounts, Halla and Nadir, respectively, 
and each had 4 faults. Then Winkler 
rode Nadir boldly and accurately for a 
clear round. Halla knocked down a bar 
with D’Inzeo and the championship was 
lost and won. There is no doubt that 
Winkler is a worthy champion, but I 
doubt if he is a better rider than either 
Raimundo D’Inzeo or Jonquéres d’Oriola 
—but all three are geniuses. The real 
hero of the championship was Merano, 
and I cannot help thinking that Raimun- 
do made a technical error in choosing 
him for the final! 


Once the championship was over, the 
Germans paid more attention to the 
other competitions, brought out their 
big guns for the Nations Cup and Grand 
Prix, winning both, together with the 
second Ladies’ competition.

Useful Information 


Dear Sir: 


Well, at last I have read the British 
Pony Club’s Instructor’s handbook, 
which sometime ago (March 22) prompt- 
ed Capt. V. S. Littauer to write a criti- 
cal letter to The Chronicle. As chair- 
man of the Canadian Pony Club Advis- 
ary Board, I felt at the time I should 
write The Chronicle in defense of the 
handbook, for good or bad. The British 
Pony Club publishes innumerable book- 
lets, pamphlets and other literature and 
makes same available to the Canadian 
and U. S. Pony Clubs at cost. What’s 
more its all good. 

In reading over this Instructor’s Hand- 
book I do not take it as being a publica- 
tion aimed to teach people how to in- 
struct. I do not believe it was meant to 
do this, but to be used by persons who 
instruct at Pony Club meetings or rallies 
as a source of information and ideas 
which will prove useful to them. 


When I say that all the British Pony 
Club literature is good I mean it, but I 
think also it has to be read with some 
intelligence. Quite a few terms are not 
in local use in Canada and the U. S. It 
seems rather foolish for us to call oats 
“corn” etc., but it won’t hurt our Pony 
Club Members to learn what terms are 
used in England. : 

Lots of the British suggestions as to 
running working rallies may be of inter- 
est to us, but are not practical for us. 
Our instructors can pick out many ideas 
and helpful hints, but will have to use 
discretion as to what is actually feasible 
in their locality. For instance British 
literature continually refers to picket 
lines for ponies at lunch time of an all 
day working rally and to short lectures 
and demonstrations to children at 
mounted rallies. Depending on local con- 
ditions such might work here, but gen- 
erally in Canada (and I should think the 
same would be true in the U. S.) instruc- 
tors are not going to take on the respon- 
sibility of tying ponies and horses on 
picket lines. Lots of our children have 
valuable show ponies or hunters or hot- 
blooded. horses who are not going to 
stand for such treatment. 

As to lectures at mounted meetings I 
have found them to be unsatisfactory un- 
less of a very brief and trivial nature 
for you can’t hold a child’s attention if 
it is concerned about getting its pony 
or horse kicked by another, if said 
mount is intent on eating grass and get- 
ting its legs over the reins or trying to 
maneuver itself back to the barn. We 
always have a continuous string of new 
children and new mounts and they are 
not grass fed, as is frequently the case 
in England, nor are they likely to have 
hacked for miles to get to the rally. 

Another thing to consider is that al- 
though British Branches vary in the fre- 
quency of their activities, mounted ral- 
lies are held mostly during holidays, 
while Canadian Branches and American 
Clubs actually attempt a great deal 
more. Usually our mounted rallies are 
conducted every week or oftener during 
the school terms while, when summer 
holidays come, so many children go a- 
way that most Branches close down. 
This actually puts our teaching on a dif- 
ferent plane. With us it amounts more 
to an hour’s instruction at regular inter- 
vals and less time devoted to games and 
picnics, etc., which do require quite a 
bit of organizing. 

At any rate I urge all Pony Club offi-

cials to avail themselves of the British 
literature. They will find much therein 
that will be extremely helpful and plen- 
ty more that will be of considerable 
interest. The Pony Club is not to just 
teach riding. It gathers together the 
children in various localities for fun 
and, if a well run Branch or Club, should 
be able to show that to broaden their 
knowledge of horses and riding can it- 
self be fun. I firmly believe the Pony 
Club movement has been the biggest 
step in this direction ever made in Can- 
ada and the U. S. A.

The Philadelphia Suburban Sports 
Writers Association, which shared in the 
proceeds of the polo doubleheader play- 
ed last Wednesday night, June 29th. in 
the Brandywine arena, was certainly 
supplied with enough polo thrills to add 
some interesting lines to their sports 
pages.
